The object of the meeting was 
to hear reports from various sub-com- 
miteees having in charge the arrange- 
i ments to give a grand celebration in 
j South San Francisco on the date of the 
! opening of the new Bay Shore Cut-off 
| Railroad next month. 

There were many present from Visi- 
tacion Valley, in the Bay Shore Dis- 
i trict, San Bruno, and other parts of 
! northern San Mateo County. 

The meeting was called to order at 
; 8:B0 o’clock by Chairman Judge A. 
McSweeney, after the South City Band 
! had discoursed several popular airs. 

The minutes of the meeting held last 
Monday in the Postoffice Building 
by the General Committee of Arrange¬ 
ments were then read and approved. 

The Chairmen of the various sub¬ 
committees then marie reports of prog¬ 
ress, and stated the amounts of money 
they would need in order to make a 
I successful celebration. 

I Messrs. Burnett and Dowdall, visi¬ 
tors from Visitacion Valley, Bay Shore 
District, were called upon by the Chair 
! for a few remarks. They both stated 
that their section would do everything 
in its power to aid South City in mak¬ 
ing a success of the contemplated 
celeb ration. 

Geo. D. Koen, who was present with 
many bthers from San Bruno, said 
that San Bruno would help South City 
in making lots of noise, and would be 
only to glad to co-operate. 

W. J. Martin, of South City, on be¬ 
ing called upon, gave a general resume 
of what kind of celebration would be 
given. Properly boosted, the celebra- 
, tion would be a grand success, and 
1 would be the means of advertising 
South City in a manner never before 
had. The old saying that all roads 
! lead to Rome would be changed to “All 
Roads Lead to South City.’’ Forty 
years ago the Bay Shore Cutoff Rail- 
i road was talked of and for many years 
1 since. New blood came into control of 
the great Southern Pacific and deter¬ 
mined to build the new cutoff. The 
tide has just started to people the whole 
| peninsula, and instead of San Fran- 
; cisco absorbing South City, the oppo¬ 
site would be the result in a few years. 

I South City in the past has been not 
much more than a way station. But 
' now that is changed. South City pays 
out $1,000,000 a year on freight ship- 
ments, and under new conditions that 
| amount will be largely increased. The 


payroll in the factory district amounts 
to over $100,000 a month. It is pro¬ 
posed to show visitors what there is 
1 by running street cars and special 
I trains through the factory district, free 
I to all. Mr. Martin then hurriedly 
1 stated what the general progamme of 
of the day’s festivities would be, and 
' closed his talk amid great applause, 
j W. T. Garrett, Chairman of the 
| Publicity Committee, then gave an in- 
I teresting account of what his committee , 
proposed doing. He said San Fran¬ 
cisco newspaper writers and artisik 
would be in South City in a few dayP 
to gather data and take photographs 
of the important points of interests in 
this locality to be used in special 
editions of some of the big dailies of 
: San Francisco. 

Judge E. E. Cunningham said there 
was room in the townsite of South City 
for 100,000 people, with room for many 
more in the various subdivisions in 
this locality. 

Many other speakers made a few re¬ 
marks and several good suggestions 
were offered. 

The many visitors who were present 
were given a rousing vote of thanks. 

The Chairman announced that the 
General Committee of Arrangements 
would meet again on Monday evening 
in the Postollice Building. 

The South City Band was given a 
vote of thanks for furnishing music 
for the mass meeting. 

On motion the meeting adjourned to 

the call of the Chair.

ORDER CAUSED SURPRISE 

Secretary Wilson caused some sur¬ 
prise when he issued an order forbid¬ 
ding the employment of a woman as a 
private secretary in the agricultural 
department. Professor Wickson has 
the following to say about the order: 

We have always admired the acute* 
ness of Secretary Wilson and talent 
for carrying measures along lines of 
least resistance, but we wonder if he 
has missed it once. The announce¬ 
ment comes that he has made an order 
that “no woman clerk under him 
shall in the future act as private sec¬ 
retary or confidential clerk to a male 
chief of division or bureau in the depart¬ 
ment.” The order is the direct result 
of prosecution for leakage of crop 
statistics by which dealers made vast 
sums of money. The leakage seems to 
have been traced to a woman who was 
confidential clerk, and now Secretary 
Wilson hopes to prevent it by giving 
no more women a chance to know im¬ 
portant things. This is equivalent to 
announcing to the country that the 
Secretary shares the traditional belief 
that a woman cannot keep a secret, 
and that is now looked upon as a hoary 
delusion. We presume that Secretary 
Wilson has suffered more or less by 
the onsets of equal suffrage advocates 
and other defenders of the sex. Most 
public men have had more or less of 
this sort of attack. If Secretary 
Wilson has he will soon conclude that 
such approaches have been merely 
midsummer zephyrs compared with 
the cyclone which will now strike 
him for legislating against a class be¬ 
cause an individual proved untrue or 
because he has told tire world that a 
woman cannot keep a secret as well as 
j ft man. Our own hasty judgment is 
that women have more business con¬ 
science than men have, and that to 
rule against the sex is unwise as well 
as unfair. 11 is, perhaps, that of two 
who will sell information that women 
will sell for less price, but there will 
not lie difference enough in that di- 
i reclion to increase the likelihood of a 
bargain. After all the women’s clubs 
and other motive powers strike Mr. 
Wilson he will conclude that there are 
bigger sticks than those which are 
! wielded in the national capital.

That young man had hit upon the 
primary essentials for a successfully 
conducted lodging-house—cleanliness, 
proper ventilation, good bath arrange¬ 
ments and a comfortable, homelike 
aspect. A timely suggestion may help 
the woman who cannot leave her home 
to earn success for herself in the busi¬ 
ness world. Quiet, self-denial and 
stifled ambitions (that can be worked 
off ) are often the lot of the room renter. 
She is much in demand now and if 
she follows the instructions given be¬ 
low and her own good judgment she 
need no longer fear the increased 
grocer’s and butcher’s bill nor her own 
large rent. 

System is very necessary if a lodg¬ 
ing house is to be kept clean. If the 
mistress can afford a maid to help her, 
she should outline the duties of that 
maid so that no day shall be too full of 
work, and so that no room or floor will 
ever be neglected.
